Philadelphia,  April,  22,  1858. 
To  THE  Fifteenth  Ward  Eelief  Assocaitton  : 

Your  Executive  Committee  having  closed  its  operations  respectfully 
submit  for  your  consideration  the  final  report  of  its  proceedings. 

In  consequence  of  one  of  those  financial  explosions  we  have  been  so 
repeatedly  subjected  to  during  the  past  half  century — producing  the 
usual  effects^  it  became  evident,  on  the  eve  of  a  winter,  that  there 
would  be  much  suffering  among  the  unemployed  and  their  families. 
The  sympathies  of  our  citizens  were  universally  excited,  and  Eelief 
Associations  were  established  in  the  different  wards  of  the  city,  among 
the  rest  in  the  Fifteenth.  A  meeting  of  citizens  of  the  ward  was 
held  at  the  corner  of  Nineteenth  and  North  streets,  October  the  29th, 
1857.  This  was  followed  by  several  successive  meetings — an  Associ¬ 
ation  was  formed,  and  an  Executive  Committee  appointed,  consisting 
of  three  members  from  each  of  the  eight  precincts  of  the  ward,  to 
which  was  added  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  there  was  also  subsequently  added  by  the  Committee, 
two  other  gentlemen.  The  Committee  met  on  the  9th  of  November, 
organized,  and  appointed  its  various  officers,  sub-committees,  &c. 

In  commencing  operations,  there  were  doubts  as  to  the  best 
mode  of  distribution.  Three  different  plans  were  suggested ; 
First,  To  distribute  money ;  Second,  To  draw  orders  on  different  stores 
for  provisions  j  and  Third,  To  establish  a  store.  The  latter  was  finally 
adopted,  and  the  result,  as  will  appear  by  the  accounts  herewith  sub¬ 
mitted,  abundantly  proves  it  to  have  been  the  best  and  most  economi¬ 
cal  plan. 

A  room,  corner  of  Nineteenth  and  North  streets,  was  rented  of  3Ir. 
Hood,  and  David  Morris,  a  worthy  and  excellent  man  for  the  purpose, 
employed  as  the  steward,  or  store-keeper.  A  Standing  Committee  of 
Supplies  was  appointed  to  purchase  material  for  the  store,  who,  it  is 
but  justice  to  say,  obtained  many  liberal  allowances  and  deductions 
from  those  of  whom  it  purchased,  in  consideration  of  the  object  in 
view.  Blank  orders  on  the  store  were  printed  and  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  different  members  of  the  Committee.  On  the  orders  were 
enumerated  the  various  articles  contained  in  the  store,  with  their 
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priceSj  wliicli  were  fixed  at  a  shade  lower  than  the  ordinary  store! 
prices.  Those  to  whom  relief  was  given  were  generally  allowed  their 
choice  of  the  articles  named  on  the  order,  and  it  was  established  as  a 
fixed  rule  not  to  be  deviated  from,  that  none  were  to  receive  relief 
until  they  had  been  visited  and  their  cases  inquired  into,  and  no  one 
was  to  be  relieved  more  than  once  in  each  week. 

The  store  was  opened  on  the  18th  of  November,  1857,  and  closed 
on  the'27th  of  March,  1858,  having  been  in  operation  nineteen  weeks. 

With  the  foregoing  remarks  are  submitted  a  series  of  accounts  and 
statements,  which  fully  exhibit  all  the  details  of  the  operations  of 
the  Committee,  and  will  be  found  to  be  not  only  explanatory  of 
its  doings,  but  highly  interesting  in  a  statistical  point  of  view,  and 
will,  it  is  confidently  believed,  satisfy  all  who  have  contributed  to  the 
funds  of  the  Association  that  the  Executive  Committee  has  been  a 
faithful  almoner  of  their  bounty. 

The  first  paper  submitted,  No.  1,  is  the  Report  and  Account  of 
the  Treasilrer.  J.  R.  Whitney,  which  shows  the  total  receipts  in 
Inoney  to  be  ^2,114  51,  and  the  payments  on  orders  drawn  by  the 
President,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  under  resolutions  of  the 
Committee,  $2,113  15,  leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $1  36.  Ry 
reference  to  this  account  the  interesting  fact  will  be  seen  that  the  first 
offering  or  payment  into  the  treasury  was  nine  cents,  by  two  poor  lads. 
It  will  be  remembered  by  some  present,  that  these  lads,  coatless  and 
shoeless,  deposited  on  the  Secretary’s  table  at  one  of  the  first  meetings 
of  the  Association,  nine  cents  for  the  relief  of  the  poor ;  most  likely 
all  the  money  they  possessed.  It  was  like  the  widow’s  mite,”  and 
it  seemed  to  carry  a  blessing  with  it,  for  it  was  the  nucleus  or  foun¬ 
dation  upon  which  was  raised  the  respectable  sum,  in  money  and  in 
merchandise,  of  a  fraction  less  than  $2,400. 

The  next  in  order.  No.  2,  is  the  Account  of  W.  J.  Williams,  the 
Financial  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  showing  in  detail  the  amount 
collected  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  each  month — the  amount  collected 
in  each  precinct,  and  the  receipts  of  moneys  from  all  sources. 

No.  3,  is  another  Account  of  the  Financial  Secretary,  showing  the 
objects  for  which  the  moneys  collected  were  disbursed.  Among  the 
items  is  a  charge  of  ten  dollars,  for  the  burial  of  a  child.  Several 
other  applications  were  made  to  the  Committee  by  different  parties  for 
the  same  object,  but  declined;  the  propriety  of  disbursing  the  funds 
committed  to  its  charge  for  such  purposes  being  doubted,  and  the  law 
making  it  the  duty  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  act  in  all  such  cases. 
This,  however,  was  a  peculiar  case,  of  a  corpse  lying  unburied  for  a 
considerable  time,  for  the  want  of  means  to  bury  it,  and  the 
extreme  reluctance  of  the  family  to  apply  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 
The  father  of  the  child  has  promised,  when  able,  to  return  this  ten 
dollars,  or  donate  it  to  some  charitable  purpose  hereafter. 

No.  4,  also  furnished  by  the  Financial  Secretary,  is  an  account  of 


articles  donated  to  the  Association  by  various  parties  therein  named. 

A  portion  of  these  articles,  the  edibles,  estimated  at  $100  93,  were 
placed  in  the  store,  and  are  chargeable  to  it;  the  remainder,  chiefly 
coal,  estimated  at  $1G0  45,  were  distributed  by  the  Committee  in  other 
ways  and  did  not  enter  into  the  store  operations.  By  adding  the 
value  of  those  donations,  $270  38,  to  the  amount  of  cash  received  by 
the  Treasurer,  $2,114  51,  shows  the  total  amount  of  receipts  by  the 
Association  to  be  $2,384  89. 

No.  5,  is  the  Steward’s  Report,  showing  the  kind  and  quantities  of 
the  articles  received  in  the  store,  from  the  commencement  of  its 
operations  until  the  close. 

No.  6,  is  a  Weekly  Account,  condensed  from  a  similar  one  kept 
daily,  showing  the  amount  of  the  orders  drawn  weekly  on  the  store 
by  each  precinct — ^the  whole  number  weekly,  and  their  average,  also  * 
the  total  amounts  drawn  by  each  precinct.  By  reference  to  this  ac¬ 
count  it  will  appear  that  the  whole  number  of  orders  drawn  on  the 
store  was  5,166,  amounting  to  $2,479  18,  being  an  average  of  forty- 
eight  cents  each.  This  account  also  shows  the  fact  that  the  average 
of  the  orders  drawn  on  the  store  the  first  week  was  $1  30  ;  the  second, 
874  cents,  and  the  third,  554  cents,  gradually  decreasing  in  amount 
until  the  last  week,  when  they  averaged  only  374  cents  each.  The 
Committee  soon  discovered  that  it  had  commenced  operations  on  too 
liberal  a  scale.  It  is  believed  the  same  discovery  was  made  in  all  the 
other  Belief  Associations  of  the  city.  From  the  very  large  number 
of  families  requiring  relief,  and  the  limited  means  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Committee,  the  orders  had  to  be  considerably  reduced  in  amount, 
and  it  became  a  matter  of  calculation  upon  how  little  individuals  could 
subsist  in  addition  to  what  they  could  procure  from  other  sources, 
the  orders  being  generally  proportioned  in  amount  to  the  number  in  a 
family. 

No.  7,  is  the  Store  Account,  in  which  the  store  is  credited  with  the 
amount  of  the  orders  drawn  on  it,  $2,479  18,  and  is  charged  with  the 
provisions  purchased  for  and  donated  to  it,  also  with  the  rent  and 
Steward’s  salary,  amounting  together  to  $2,086  44,  showing  a  profit  in 
its  favor  of  $392  74,  thus  enabling  the  Committee  to  extend  relief  to 
the  amount  of  this  profit  more  than  it  could  have  done  had  the  orders 
been  drawn  on  other  stores,  proving  conclusively  the  advantage  of  the 
plan  adopted.* 

The  last  document  submitted.  No.  8,  is  an  alphabetical  list,  prepared 
with  much  labor  by  the  indefatigable  financial  Secretary,  containing 
the  names  (^some  four  hundred  and  seventy)  of  the  contributors  to  the 


*  The  total  amount  distributed  by  the  Committee  was  $2,696  24,  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  Orders  on  the  store  $2,479  18  ;  orders  for  shoes  $15  ;  orders  for  coal

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funds  of  the  Association,  with  the  amount  contributed  opposite  their 
respective  names. 

In  addition  to  the  accounts  and  statements  herewith  submitted,  there 
has  been  regularly  kept  an  account  in  ledger  form,  with  each  in¬ 
dividual  receiving  relief  from  the  store,  showing  the  amount  received 
weekly,  and  the  total  amount  from  the  opening  to  the  close  of  its  op¬ 
erations.  From  motives  of  delicacy  and  out  of  respect  for  the  feelings 
of  some  of  the  persons  whose  names  appear  in  the  account,  it  is  thought 
best  not  to  spread  it  before  the  public.  Some  of  these  persons  have  been 
assisted  without  any  solicitation  on  their  part,  but  from  a  knowledge 
of  their  necessities  derived  from  other  sources.  The  account  referred 
to,  contains  the  names,  residence  and  number  in  family,  of  ten  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-five  different  parties  who  have  been  assisted.  Of  these, 
ten  hundred  and  fifteen  were  heads  of  families,  of  from  two  to  twelve 
in  number,  which  at  an  average  of  four  for  each  family,  would  make 
a  total  of  over  four  thousand  persons  who  have  partaken  of  the  food 
furnished  from  the  store.  Some  of  these  families  have  been  relieved  but 
once,  some  twice,  thrice,  &c.,  some  alternate  weeks  and  maiay  of 
them  every  week.  By  referring  to  statement  No.  6,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  average  number  relieved  weekly  was  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
one — the  lowest  (the  first  week)  being  ninety-three,  and  the  highest 
three  hundred  and  thirty-three.  They  were  spread  over  the  ward 
in  the  following  proportions :  1st  Precinct  127 ;  2d  105  ;  3d  109  , 
4th  81 ;  5th  102  ;  6th  185  ;  7th  148  ;  8th  188— total  1,045. 

In  concluding  this  Beport,  your  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  ex¬ 
pressing  its  admiration  of  a  society  of  Ladies,  whose  charities  during 
the  winter,  extended  over  the  entire  ward,  the  Ladies’  Union 
Benevolent  Society  of  West  Grreen  Street.’^  The  ladies  of  this  Asso*- 
ciation  were  extremely  active,  and  carried  blessings  into  many  an  un¬ 
happy  house.  Your  Committee  tracked  them  and  their  noble  acts  in 
many  directions.  They  accomplished  much  good,  and  like  her  whose 
example  they  follow,  are  full  of  good  works.

FIFTEENTH  WARD 


A  MEETING  of  the  above  Association  was  held  at  the  Alexander 
Presbyterian  Church,  on  the  evening  of  the  22d  April,  1858,  at  8 
o’clock. 

The  President,  C.  Y.  Hagner,  Esq.,  took  the  chair  and  called  the 
meeting  to  order. 

On  motion  of  Col.  Snowden,  C.  J.  Hedenberg  was  appointed  Sec¬ 
retary  pro  tern. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  then  called  Col.  Snowden  to  the  chair,  when  the 
final  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  containing  a  detailed  state¬ 
ment  of  all  its  transactions  from  its  organization  to  the  present  period, 
was  presented  and  read  by  the  President. 

When,  on  motion  of  the  President,  the  report  was  adopted  and  the 
Executive  Committee  released  from  further  duty. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  presented  by  Gustavus 
Remak  and  unanimously  adopted  :  . 

This  Association  being  informed  by  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  just  read  and  adopted,  that  the  duties  it  voluntarily 
assumed  have  been  brought  to  a  close,  cannot  permit  the  occasion  to 
pass  without  the  expression  of  its  hearty  approbation  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  duties  assigned  to  its  ofiicers  and  members  have  been 
performed.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Relief  Association  are  justly  due  and 
hereby  cordially  tendered  to  its  President,  Mr.  C.  Y.  Hagner,  and  the 
other  officers  thereof,  for  the  judicious,  faithful,  delicate,  diligent  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  the  laborious  and 
important  duties  assigned  them. 

The  above  resolution  was  sustained  by  very  appropriate  and  happy 
remarks  by  Messrs.  Remak  and  J.  B.  Nicholson. 
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On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  this  Association  he  tendered  to 
the  Ladies’  Union  Benevolent  Association  of  West  Green  Street, 
for  their  hearty  co-operation  with  the  Fifteenth  Ward  Belief 
Association  in  extending  relief  to  the  destitute  and  distressed  during 
the  past  winter. 

On  motion,  it  was  agreed  that  all  the  hooks,  papers,  &c.,  of  the 
Association  and  the  Executive  Committee  he  deposited  with  the  Pres¬ 
ident  for  future  use  hy  the  citizens  of  the  ward. 

The  President  in  hehalf  of  the  Executive  Committee  made  a  few 
remarks,  in  which  he  returned  the  thanks  of  its  members  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  for  its  hearty  endorsement  of  their  acts  as  officers  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation.  and  spoke  with  much  feeling  of  the  unanimity  which  has 
always  characterized  its  deliberations,  and  the  cheerful  manner  in 
which  every  member  of  the  Committee  performed  the  various  duties 
devolving  upon  him. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made,  when  Col.  Snowden,  in  a  very  beau¬ 
tiful  and  eloquent  manner,  dwelt  on  the  great  benefits  of  such  an 
organization  as  the  Belief  Association  to  the  suffering  poor,  the  libe¬ 
rality  of  our  citizens  in  times  of  such  deep  distress,  and  the  self-sac¬ 
rificing  devotion  of  those  who  cheerfully  contributed  their  time  and 
talents  to  carry  out  the  praiseworthy  mission  of  true  benevolence. 

When  the  Association  adjourned  sine  die,  and  was  by  the  chairman 
dissolved.
